LOCAL ECIQUETLTLE. 


A Question That is Disturbing High 
Washington Circles. 
Washington Letter to Cincinnati Gazette. 


There is a sharp itching in certain circles to 
introduce changes into the social structure of 
official lite here. The Republican bas under- 
taken the discussion of one of the new social 
diMgumas. It is whispered in feminine cir- 
cle bat the present administration has al- 
rea@@ been agitated bv a question equally as 
important as the deadlock in the Senate. The 
latter merely affects the political condition of 
the administration, while the subject referred 
to is of vital interest to the social status of 
the Cabinet, and the female portion thereof is 
in a dilemma, and knows not exactly how to 
decide. Conferences have been had among 
the ladies of the Ministers—for the various 
Seoretaries are, and should be calied Cabinet 
Ministers (vide Mrs. Dalllgren's“ Etiquette“) 
and even the first lady in the land“ has 
been consulted as to her views upon this mo- 
mentous question. 

As near as can be ascertained the point at 
issue is Whether the Cabinet ladies shall re- 
turn calls in person or by card—that is, calls 
from ladies other than in official life. The 
social duties imposed upon the wives of high 
government officials are certainly very ar- 
duous, and those women who endeavor to do 
justice to their home life often find it exceed- 
ingly trying to meet all the exactions of socie- 
ty, soifthere could be a way of escape from 
some of those requirements, it would bea 
cousummation devoutly to be wished. Of 
course itis not expected that the President 
or his wife will return calls. That has been 
the custom ever singe the Presidency of the 
immortal Washington, and where exceptions 
have been made andthe Executive appeared 
at private houses, it has been considered a 
Special honor conferred upon the individuals 
0 favored, but with the Cabinets and their 
ladies it has been different. They have been 
in the habit of attending the entertainments 
of citizens occupying positions of official or 
social ¢«.stinclion, and the wives of the Sec- 
retarics considered it their duty to return 
calls irom both of these classes. All the 
ladies of the present Cabinet have had a large 
experience in social life, from the fact that 
their husbands filled high positions in other 
directions (except in the case of Mrs. Lin- 
coln, and her experience Was gaimed before 
her marriage, Wheu, as Miss Harlan, she was 
one of the most brilliant belles ever in Wash- 
ington society), and they fully realized the 
tax upon their time and physique if they 
should follow the precedent in the matter of 
returning calls. 

This subject has been brought to our at- 
tention fromthe perusal of proof sheets of 
Mrs. Dahlgren's new edition of her book 
upon etiquette, in which that eminent au- 
thority upon social matters thus refers to 
this very point: The question arises at once, 
especially among people of consideration who 
are not in official life, and who can thus be 
overlooked, whether they will consent to re- 
ceive so partial an equivalent for their visit. 
While it can not be denied that official life 
constitutes a leading element in Wasuington 
society, yet the official, however brilliant, is so 
very ephemeral thatin real solidity of social 
importance the residgut society must always 
iorm an essential fedture, and be clissed as of 
the very elite. Now, this resident society Lie 
reason to be jealous of its privileges, fur these 
are securely based upon tue highest respect- 
ability. The peculiar influences and cosino- 

olitau atmosphere of the National Capital 
nas given ia retinement and 
breadth Which make it too valuabie an acces- 
sory to be overlooked. If the ladies whose 
husbands occupy official positions here fail to 
recognize With due consideration the resident 
social circle, itis to be feared that sufticient 
reascn does not exist to induce this society to 
add the charm of i.s life long training to their 
more transitory existence. 

The fact, however, cannot be overlooked, 
that all society in Washington who entertain 
much suffer from the present custom of being 
expected to exchange visits in person. An 
emancipation, therefore,is needed more or 
less by innovation. Our social customs, like 
our language, can only be altered in their 
polite usage by that common consent that 
makes law. 

It is to be hoped that by next winter, when 
the social season is fully open, thi question 
will be definitely settled, and in a manner 
that shall relieve Cabinet ladies of some por- 
tion of their burdens and at the same time 
notinfringe upon the tender sensibilities of 
those outside the official circle who are yet 
entitled to social consideration. 


A Crushed Tragedian.

C. N. Pendleton, whose first appearance 
before the Louisville public was at Ma- 
cauley’s Theater at the time Miss Selena Fet- 
ter made her debut, was arrested last night 
on charge of obtaining money under false 
pretenses. His connection with the troupe 
was severed here after the first engagement, 


, tnd Pendleton concluded to stay in the city. 


His ambition for stage honors appeared to 
have entirely died out and the hopes of a 
rising genius were blasted forever—the tra- 
gedian was crushed. He had not beenlong 
in the city until Mr. O’Brien, the Southern 
Hotel keeper, had him jailed on à bail writ 
for board. Pendleton in some wav or other 
raised the mount of tbe bill, and was 
of course released. Ile turns up next 
as a solicitor for the Evening Post. He 
Jabored awhile at this, but the remuneration 
Was not sufficient for him, and besides he 
thought be was not adapted for the work. 
At the time that he Was engaged Gov. Under- 
wood told him his duties, and added that he 
need not bother himself about collecting any 
bills. Mr. Pendletan, however, concluded to 
try bis band at collecting just to see how it 
would work, and during last week neviected 
his duties entirely aud collected instead. Al- 
though he collected considerable monev he 
made no returns and his connection with that 
branch of the Post’s business was learned 
only Whenanumber of patrons refused to 
pay bills presented by the authorized eollec- 
tor, onthe ground that they had already paid 
them. An cxumination of the receipts show- 
ed that Pendleton had been actively engaged 
in collecting, The matter was viven into the 
hands of the detectives, and last night as De- 
tective Biigh dropped into Macauley's Thea- 
ter he found Pendleton waiting for a pass to 
Selena Fetter’s benetit. Pendleton was placed 
in jail. He claims to be related to ail the 
Pendletons of Obio. 


The Oklahoma Invaders. 
Wichita (Kas.) Special toChicago Times. 

The faces around the Oklahoma headquar- 
ters in this city were perceptibly lengthened 
yesterday. A dispatch was received by Capt. 
D. L. Payne, from Fort Smith, announcing 
un adverse dedision by the United States 
Court. Several of the parties about said 
headquarters had come along distance to at- 
tend the meeting, heretofore called, and 
were not a little disturbed by the unexpect- 
cdi news. To-day at 10 0’clock, in a public 
hall in this city,the boomers met to the num- 
ber ot cighty-six men. Capt. Payne, com- 
meander of What is known as the colony or- 
yanization, acted as chairman, and im a 
speech of some length made the formal an- 
nouncement that his arrest by the Federal 
troops for trespass had been declared by the 
court legal, Which, forthe present at least, 
would put astopto any further attempt to 
settle iu Oklahoma, but believing that thes 
had the right and law upon 
their side, he urged the maintenance of the 
organization against the dav when 
they could peaceably take possession. He 
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was followed by 
others, who urged the contribution of 


funds to sustain their valiant captain and 
keep up their headquarters in this city. A 
motion to raise a committee on resolutious 
ws then passed and an adjournment for 
dirver had. Before closing Capt. Payne 
most emphatically denied that the railroads 
had done anything to forward the movement. 
After dinner, one Whitmore, an Eug- 
lishman, butashort time in this country, 
ina rambling speech of great length de- 
nounced the Indian policy of the Adminis- 
tration, belittled the customs and efforts of 
Christian people who have attempted to 
staad by the Indian and his rights, and ina 
beated manner appealed to the passions of 
the crowd. After the adoption of a long 
string of resolutions, which promised sup- 
port to Payne and urged him on to new ef- 
foris to effect a lodgment in the territory, and 
which criticised the United States court at 
Fort Smitb, the Oklahoma boom collapsed. 
In the meantime the order of the Court with 
reference to Payne is awaited with anxiety 
upou the part of his friends. 


Tilden at the Dog Show. 
New York Letter to Courier-Journal. 


The crowds that visited the dog show were 
continuous and thronging; and, among those 
wbo might have been seen any and every day, 
sauntering up and down the aisles, inspecting 
carelully the kennels and passing familiar 
observations with the keepers, was the figure 
of a man who could hardly pass anywhere 
without attracting attention. This gentleman 
wore an easy fitting black suit, with siik hat, 
and light surtout, and was always accompan- 
ied by a valet. sometimes bv a friend. He 
had several dogs of his own on exbibition, 
and one of these took a first prize. He is: 
great authority among the dog people, 
and a conceded master of dogology. They 
suy he is as good a judge of dogs as of 
men, and th:t he is not to be deceiyed by 
externals. The name of this person is S. J. 
Tilden. 

Mr. Tilden is as hale and hearty as he was 
six years ago, When, as Governor of New 
York, be reorganized the Democratic party of 
the nation upon a series of live issues,and put 
itin the fieldto win. Hetakes an active in- 
terest in public affairs; but he declines to 
have anything to do with active polities. 
Though but sixty-seven years of age, and ap- 
parently good for twenty years more, he pre- 
fers to devote these latter to the recre ition of 
a mind capable of the highest wsthetic enjov- 
ment, and so, in consequence, he devotes the 
leisure Which he can snatch from the person- 
al supervision he gives a large estate, to the 
embellishment, within and without, of his two 
dwellings, the one in Gramerey Park. the 
other Graystone, above Yonkers on the Hud- 
son. Just now he is decorating the grounds 
oithese. During the winter, however, he 
made many purchases of pictures and rare 
and curious books. 

It is Mr. Tilden’s opinion that, had he been 
inaugurated to the place the people elected him 
to fill, he would now bein his grave, and as 
life is as dear to himas to other people, he 
feels thatthe loss of the Presidency was a 
positive gain, and so far trom sulking, he is 
one of the happiest and most placid philoso- 
phers inthe world. His gilt of speech, too, 
is yet undiminished, and his talks upon great 
questions are full of the old sciutilatiug wis- 
com and shrewd cpigram.

describe every process. The system is spread- 
ing elsewhere. Successful classes have been 
formed in Brooklyn, Philadelphia, Boston, 
Albany, Troy, Pittsburg, St. Louis, Cincin- 
nati and smaller places. The system bas also 
been introducedamong the colored people, 
and the managers in thiscountry are striving 
to make it aregular part of the course of in- 
struction in every industrial and public school. 
The association is anxious to raise $2,000 thi; 
year by increasing the membership.

Does the Mississippi still flow by that 
old burgh, or are the jetties reached 
by some new route? We know by the ameunt 
of grain that is leaving here for Europe that 
Eads’ works are still boomi g. 


A PITTSBURG telegram of Tuesday says: 
The John L. Rhoads departed for St. Louis, 
with all the freight she wanted amd engage- 
ments below, meluding one hundred tons at 
Wheeling. Pilots, James Henderson and W. 
H. Hall. The Batchelor and Hudson are due 
to-night and the Wyoming to-morrow. The 
latter boat will leave for St. Louis on Friday.

THE following item was banded to this re- 
porter yesterday. It is printed to show the 
utter unreliability of certain yarns in circula- 
tion concerning speed of boats on the Mis- 
sissippi: In yesterday’s PostT-DISPATCH 
I saw an account of the R. E. Lee’s run from 
Memphis to Cairo 1n 16 hours and 38 minutes— 
very good. But on the Ist day of March, 
1863, the lowa,astern wheeler,made the same 
run in 16 hours and 42 minutes, and it was 
not a good day for running either. The Iowa 
was built by the Brown Bros., of Pittsburg, 
Pa., and carried ten hundred tons.” 


AN exchange says: There are persons in 
New Orleans who seem to know what they 
are talking about that are willing to wager 
that the White can make the run from Cairo 
to New Orleans inside of forty-eight hours.“ 
It is evident that the persons who make the 
above assertion do not know what they are 
talking about. The White, though a fast 
boat, is not somuch faster than the Natchez, 
as Was proven during the contest between 
these steamers last winter. It will be remem- 
bered thatthe White backed out from the 
New Orleans wharf under the Natchez’ 
stern, and the “Big Indian“ led her hand- 
somely to Red Church, a distance of twenty- 


tive miles. Admitting the White 
to be the fastest boat afloat, 
which she doubtless is, she has not 
given evidence of the miraculous speed 


claimed for her by a certain class of talkative 
boatmen. 

Wo. J. FRY, who is steamboating in South 
America, writes: The river for the first 500 
miles from the ocean is very good; then for 
250 miles it is much like the Missouri, and 
for the last thirtv miles itis the devil, right 
in the Andes, full of rocks, and with a tre- 
mendous current, Which we never start in 
with less than 200 pounds of steam and the 
fastest boat on the river, too, and yet we fre- 
quently have to put out a line to pull us 
through. When we gettothe upper end we 
have nearly always to wait several days, often 
weeks, to get water enough to go down on, as 
down boats require much more water than 
when com iug up. Each company hive their 
repair shops at Barranquilla, near the ocean. 
All the crews are natives encept some of the 
captains and engmeers, and no language is 
spoken except Spanish. So far as the climate 
is concerned Jam satisfied. The days are 
quite Warm the year round, but the nights are 
always cool enough for blankets. It is health- 


ier here, I think, than in Louisiana. I have 
not seen a storm since I came here. For 100 
miles of the upper end there are no 
mosquitos. Sut it is worth a 
good deal of money to work here, 


where everything is. the reverse of what you 
see in the United States, and I would advise 
you to come and see for yourself betore bring- 
ing a boat, though for myself I cannot com- 
plain, having the best boat and wages in the 


river. There is no society in this country. 
It is almost an unbroken’ wilderness the 
whole length of the river. I seldom see a 


paper and don’t know what is going on away 
from here. There are no papers published 
in this country, and a New Orleans paper 
would be a godsend I hardiy expect to re- 
ceive. One good feature with engineers here 
is thattheir wages are never stopped, and 
Which are about the same as are paid on the 
Mississippi; nor have they to pay any board 
bills. The pilots are all natives; none of 
them get over $100 4 month. None of the of- 
ticers cat in the cabin except the captain, en- 
cineers and clerk. The engineers rank next 
to the captain and generally get the same 
wages. The trip from Barinquilla to Honda, 
800 miles, is never made, in less than seven 
days, always laying by at night, except in the 
lowerend ofthe river. The trip down is 
never made in Jess than five or six days,

These companies, which give little or 
nothing in return for the valuable franchises 
that they enjoy, cannot plead poverty as an 
excuse for not keeping their contracts with 
the city. There is no need of a Railroad Com- 
missioner With the paltry salary of $900 a year 
to compel the companies to perform a plain 
duty. If Mayor EWING will drop afew coals 
of fire on the backs of the official tortoises in 
his neighborhood there will be visible agitation 
among the track repairers. If the city can’t 
repair streets itself it still has power to com- 
pel the Street Railway Companies to do their 
part of the work. 


A REPORT comes from Louisville to the 
effect that MARY ANDERSON, the actress, has 
about made up her mind to cut loose from 
her guardian and step-father, Dr. HAMILTON 
GRIFFIN, who has been riding about the 
country on her shoulders for several 
years as an Old Man of the Sea. Miss 
ANDERSON is not much of an actress, but she 
has ‘a good strong voice and some declama- 
tory power and is able to earn about $60,000 a 
year. She has|demonstrated that the American 
public would pay liberally for a home-made 
actress of real merit, with physique enough to 
play thirty weeks a year. When Miss ANDER- 
SON first brought her crude talents to the 
stage her step-father, a coarse, avaricious, 
parsimonious man, with little or no culture 
and absolutely no soul, fastened himself upon 
her as a business manager.

HAVING recovered from the exhaustion 
incident to a prolonged campaign in behalf of 
the establishment of the whipping-post in 
Missouri, the Republican now comes up to 
the advocacy of a chain-gang. The sugges- 
tion of Circuit Attorney HARRIS that the jail 
is regarded as asort of pleasure resort for 
criminals, and that some steps should be 
taken to compel prisoners to earn their bread, 
is readily snapped up by the paper which 
never seems so happy as when it is urging 
the punishment ard humiliation of the unfor- 
tunate classes. Under the law all persons 
in this city convicted of misdemeanors under 
the statutes and sentenced to jail, or who may 
be committed for non-payment of fines or 
costs, may be set to work on the public 
streets or highways. The Circuit Attorney 
dwells feelingly upon the life of indolence led 
by the inmates of the jail, and is 
anxious that the institution should be 
made repulsive. As cowhidingis not admis- 
sable the next best thing is the chain-gang. 
By dressing up the jail birds in stripped 
suits, attaching balls to their legs and set- 
ing them to work upon the streets they can 
be huniliated and kept from the commission 
of petty offenses. This is the theory. The 
able Circuit Attorney bases his humane pro- 
position on the idea that a large percentage 
of the jail boarders commit crimes for the 
sole purpeose of securing free board in the 
luxurious City Jail. It may be true that 
in the winter season some sorely-pressed 
wretches prefer the jail to the Litter life- 
struggle on the outside, but the probabilities 
are that the men whocan’t pay fines and 
costs and who go to jail in consequence are 
as deserving as one-lalf the people outside 
who are able to keep out of the clutches of 
the law. The theory that tre men who hap- 
pen to be caught in an infraction of the law 
must be terrorized and brutalized belongs 
exclusively tothe age of torture. If the city 
stands in actual need of the serv.ces 
of its convicts then the chain-gang 
should be established, but Mr. MARRIs is al- 
together mistaken when he supposes that 
there will be any less crime in the community 
or thatthe jail will be less crowded after his 
policy is carried out. What is needed to re- 
lieve the jail most is a prompt administration 
of justice. If the yreasy murderers, who 
occupy the best quarters and grow fat while 
their crimes are being forgotten, could be 
promptly sentto the gallows or the State 
Prison where they belong, we could excuse 
the poor fellows who break into the jailin 
the inclement winter season by the commission 
of petty offenses, or who are languishing 
there because they are too poor to pay fines 
and costs.

SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


Interesting Discussion Thereon by 
the Unitarian Divines. 


Third Day’s Session of the Conference at 
the Chureh of the Messiah. 


The annual meeting of the Western Unitarian 
Sunday School Society, held in connection 
with the Western Conference, convened this 
morning at Dr. Snyder’s Church, in this city. 
At 9:45 o’clock Rev. J. C. Learned, President 
of the Society, called the meeting to order. 
The attendance of delegates was good, andan 
excellent spirit was manifested. Mr. Shippin 
gave theclergymen warning that their speeches 
must be britf and pointed in order to give 
abundant time for the musical part ot the exer- 


cises. 
he President said that he was happy to meet 


so goodly a number ot Sunday School workers, 


but as the time was limited he would not de- 
tain the meeting with lengthy remarks. 

In concluding hesaid: ‘‘We are come togeth- 
er to decide whether we want Sunday Schools 
atall. It has been insisted that they encroach 
upon the rights of the Church. But without 
waiting to discuss that matter now, I will call 
upon T, L. Hosmer, Our Secretary, to read the 
minutes of our last regular meeting.’ 

The Secretary then read a report from the 
meeting held at Milwaukee, Wisconsin, May, 
1880, and also astatistical report for the current 
year. He said that forty circulars had been 
sent to various schools throughout the West, 
and from the twenty-two replies] received he 
reports that the number of scholars in the 
Sabbath School remains nearly the same as 
reported last year, with however, a slight 
increase. The total number of children enrolled 
amounts in the aggregate to 2,417, 1,161 being 
girls and 1,551 boys. There is an average otf 
one teacher to every nine scholars; the num- 
ber of lady teachers largely exceeding the 
male. The Church of the Messiah heads the 
list with its Sunday School of 350 children. in 
six of the twenty-two schools sending in re- 
ports there are held weekly teacher’s meet- 
ings; intbree a meeting every two weeks, 
while in many there are none. The Secretary, 
— he did not deem any arbitrary doctrinal 

son helps destvable, advocated the idea of 
some general uniformity in the lessons taught, 
und a centralizing and utilizing of the indepen. 
dent, andindividual thoughts and efforts. 

Scie Sunday School aids are now published 
by J. L. Jones, at Chicago, but nothing like a 
uniform system has yet been generaliy adop- 
ted. For their song services the ‘‘Sunny 
side’’ and Unity Services and Songs’’ are 
used. Twelve schools bave choristers and one 
achboir. The Little Unity is anattractive four- 
paged paper, published at the office oi the 
„Unity at Chicago. The contents or the 
May number is arranged under the tollowing 
reuds: What to see, Whut to Do, The Sunday 
scbooland What to Read. It is issued fort- 
nightly, and winle not exclusively a Sunday 
School paper it aims to reach the thought cor 
ners ot the child’s brain, and to moses the 
springs of endeavor in the child's heart. 

The discussion of the lesson side of the Sun- 
day School was opened by Rev. J. II. Cropper, 
of Laporte, Indiana. He said that the object 
the Sunday School was to bring out the 
truth. The Sunday-school lesson must differ 
trom the week-day school. It teaches history, 
butin addition it develops the moral worth 
and conduct value of truth. A uniformity in 
lessons in various schools is very desirable, 
but to insist upon a uniform lesson in the dit- 
terent grades of the sume schoolis not at all 
feusibie. Indeed it cannot be accompanied 
with good results. Wetry to teach too much. 
The skillful lawyer argues a sin,zle salient 
point before the jury. So should the Sunday 
Schoolteacher do The lesson leaves which 
we now have uretooditfuse. Parents leave the 
moral training ol theirchildrentothe Sunday 
School teacher and this ls a great misfortune. 
The ordinary orthodox Sunday Schools have 
been instrumental in driving away children 
from Sunday training. 

lev. C. W. Wenty, of Cincinnati, differed 
from Rev. Mr. Crooker. He thought it was a 
general spirit of skepticism, now so prevalent, 
and not the Sunday Schools, that was working 
the evil. He thought that trained teachers 
ought to be provided for the Sabbath School, 
and that it might be easily accomplished, 
especially in cities and villages. He lamented 
the carelesness of our public schools in the 
matter ot morals. 

Mr. Giascow, of Marictta, thought that a 
Normal School was too remote to be seriously 
considered now, but that a uniform series of 
lesson-leaves would reiieve the present embar- 
rassinent. A good teacher is not bound bya 
single system, but has tact enough to adapt 
himself to the circumstances which he meets. 

Secretary Hosmer offered some suggestions 
sent bim from Cincinnati by Mrs. Smith. She 
asked if the strong desire of the Unitarian Sun- 
day School to have the child grow up with 
mind clear, broad and untrammeled, has not 
the effect to make them careless of the greut 
truths which should be cherished. 

Rev. J. C. Learned protested that this care- 
lessness Cannot justly be traced to the Sunday 
School. Outside influences must be taken into 
account. 

Mr. Roice said that he never wished to see a 
protessional Sunday School teacher enter a 
school. He commended responsive services, 
bright songs and the careful inculcation of the 
fundamental doctrine of immortality and the 
being of God. The Sunday School should be a 
—— Ot entertainment, a pleasant, cheerful 
piace. 

Mrs. J. T. Sunderland, of Ann Arbor, replied 
that trained teachers were absolutely neces- 
Sary tO success. The Sunday School must be 
an earnest place, not a place of amusement. 
The childien desire to know of the great eter- 
naltruths, and we need to make them under- 
— religion is the great thing in the 
world. 

Rev. T. B. Forbush, of Detroit, thought that 
the system of instruction in Germany and the 
notorious skepticism of the Germans contain a 
lesson which the advocates of cultured religion 
and professional teachers would do well to 
consider and explain. The Sabbath Schoolisa 
necessary evil. Too frequently the child goes 
outot the Sabbath School and does not return to 
the church. We separate the family in its wor- 
ship, which is to be regretted. 

Mr. Bouser, mission pastor of the Church of 
the Messiah, spoke earnestly in favor of teach- 
ers’ meetings, to be conducted by the pastors. 

The discussion of the worship-side of the 
Sabbath School was introduced by J.L.Jones of 
Chicago. He said thatthe worshivin the Sab- 
bath School ought to be the link riveting the S. 
S. with the Church. We ought to recognize 
the fact thatevery topic has its baby and its 
grandtather side. Lesson papers should be of 
minimum importance inthe school and max- 
imum importance out. Impress the minds of 
the children with the existence 
ot God, ot Jesus, and ot etern- 
ity. Do not try to teach 
too much about things, but make the children 
thoughtful, carefuland attentive. Quiet at- 
tention will lift the children into the atmos- 
phere of pure devotion. Simple services are 
most desirable A few good songs are better 
than a large number of poor ones. The flip- 
pant and conventional words use of words that 
ought never to be uttered without the great- 
est reverence, is a thing much to be regretted. 
Happy seriousness, and cheerful earnestness 
are the things that ought to grow up in the 
childs mind. 

Several delegates followed in a general dis- 
cussion of the subject. 

„The Relation of the Sunday School to the 
Church, and The Work and Needs of the Wes- 
tern Sunday School were discussed during 
the afternoon, each being introduced by ait 
teen minute speech, and followed by gencral 
remarks.

THE SOUTHERN STREET LINE. 


Lively Controversy Concerning the Use of 
Decatur Street. 

Circuit Court No. 5 is filled to-day with 
presidents and officers of street railroad cor- 
porations, contractors, lawyers and others, 
including Citizen Fink, interested in the con- 
flict-triangular between the Union Depot or 
Gravois Railroad Company, the St. Louis Rail. 
road Company or Firth Street 
Line, and the South St. Louis 
Company. The hearing to-day has reference 
to the proceeding of the Union Depot Compa- 
ny seeking an injunction to restrain the South 
St. Louis Company from interfering in any 
way with the Decatur Street track. ‘The Court 
has recently passed upon the question of con- 
demning this property, taking the ground that 
it cannot intertere and ordering the condein- 
nation proceeding to be dismissed. 
Judge Thayer holds that the South St. 
Louis Company has the power under ordinance 
to construct an independent track of its own, 
but it cannot use the track of the Union Depot 
Company. In other words, the Court points to 
the Municipal Assembly as the proper quarter 
for the South St. Louis Company to seek 
relief in respect ot the use of Decatur 
street for its line of road. The officers 
of the Sonth St. Louis road contend that 
compliance with the law would be had if they 
placed new lines for their cars running ‘‘bde- 
tween the metals’’ of the Union Depot Com- 
pany on Decatur street. The effect of such w 
arrangement would be of course disastrous to 
the curs of either Jine and collisions would 
ensue. As there is no hope of 
any arrangement being concluded 
fer the use of tuis track the 
Court has an ugly prablem to solve. At the 
hearing to-day the Fifth Street Line takes a 
side seat, but it is warmlpy interested in another 
phase of the warfare against the South St. 
Louis Company, the officers of the St. Louis 
Company contending that the recent act of the 
Legislature did not operate to repeal 
the parailel-block monopoly act ot 
1800, and it was not passed 
according to the constitutional requirement, 
after amendment in the Senate. The residents 
of the southern portion of the town are much 
incensed atthe vexatious, obstructive lhtiva- 
tion of the Fifth Street Line and Gravois Road 
Line, which prevents the cars running to Sixth 
and Market streets, although everything is in 
readiness.
